Educated  at  Winchester  College  and  Cambridge  University  in  England,  he  is 
recognized  as  an  authority  in  the  field  of  interior  decoration  in  the  18th 
century.

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.    The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  THE  FORT  WAYNE 
WOMAN'S  CLUB. 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  club  shall  be  to  form  an  organized  center  for 
the  intellectual,  aesthetic  and  philanthropic  development  of  its  members,  and 
the  civic  betterment  of  the  community. 

Section  2.  The  Corporation  shall  not  engage  in  any  activities  for  the 
purpose  of  or  resulting  in  the  private  profit  of  any  of  its  members,  directors, 
officers  or  employees  or  any  person  who  has  given,  devised  or  bequeathed 
property  to  the  Corporation,  and  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  Corporation 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  member,  director,  officer  or  employee  or  any 
person  who  has  given,  devised  or  bequeathed  any  property  to  the  Corporation. 

Section  3.  The  Corporation  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  participate  in 
or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  any 
political  campaign  on  behalf  of  or  in  opposition  to  any  candidate  for  public 
office. 

Section  4.  The  Corporation  shall  not  have  as  its  primary  activities  the 
carrying  on  of  a  business  of  the  general  public  in  a  manner  similar  to 
organizations  which  are  operated  for  profit. 

Section  5.  The  Corporation  shall  function  entirely  as  a  non-partisan,  non- 
sectarian,  non-political,  not-for-profit  corporation. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  Members  of  this  Club  shall  be  active,  absentee,  honorary,  and 
life.  Any  woman  interested  in  the  purpose  of  this  Club  may  be  nominated  for 
membership.  Charter  members  shall  be  those  active  members  signing  for 
membership  before  June  1,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Registrar,  and  a  Parliamentarian.  The  officers  shall  constitute  an  executive 
committee  for  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Club  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
of  the  Club,  the  chairmen  of  all  departments,  the  chairmen  of  standing  and 
special  committees,  and  six  Members-at-Large. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.    Regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  to  May. 

ARTICLE  VI 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Club  thirty  days  before 
the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  Upon  termination  or  dissolution  of  this  Corporation,  but  prior 
to  the  completion  thereof,  and  after  the  payment  and  satisfaction  of  all  of  its 
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liabilities  and  obligations,  all  of  the  remaining  assets  owned  or  held  by  the 
Corporation  shall  be  used,  distributed  or  disposed  of  only  to,  or  for  the  use  of, 
organizations  described  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  Section  170  (c) 
or  organizations  described  in  comparable  provisions  in  any  succeeding 
Federal  Tax  Law. 


By-Laws 

ARTICLE  I— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.    The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  have  general  super- 
PRESIDENT  vision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club.  She  shall  appoint  the 

Parliamentarian  and  all  chairmen  of  committees  of  the 
General  Club  except  the  chairman  of  the  Furnishings  Committee.  She  shall 
appoint  one  member  each  year  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years  on  the 
Furnishings  Committee.  All  these  appointments  must  be  approved  by  the 
Board.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees  except  the 
Nominating  Committee.  She  may  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
examine  all  contracts  and  leases  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  one  year  after  retirement. 
She  shall  be  made  a  life  member  of  the  Club.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer, 
the  President  shall  appoint  a  duly  qualified  member  to  assume  the  duties  of 
the  office. 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  her  absence  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  and  Finance 
Committees. 

Section  3.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee  which  shall  include  two  additional  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  President. 

Section  4.  The  Third  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of  Printing  and  of 
the  Distribution  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  read  them 
RECORDING  ^^le  following  meeting  of  the  Board.  She  shall  also 

SECRETARY         prepare  an  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  send  out  notices  and 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  Club, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  bank  designated  by  the 
TREASURER  Board  of  Directors,  with  the  exception  of  special  ac- 
counts approved  by  the  Board.  She  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  present  a  written  report  at  each  Board 
meeting,  of  all  transactions  of  the  previous  month.  The  records  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  year,  all  warrants  and  vouchers,  and  the  annual  report 
of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Auditor  by  April  30th.  The  fiscal 
year  shall  begin  May  1st  and  end  April  30th. 

Section  8.    The  Registrar  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  the  membership 
and  report  on  same  each  month  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
REGISTRAR  rectors.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Door  Committee. 

Section  9.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President.  She 
shall  have  the  status  of  an  elected  officer.  The  duties  of  the  Parliamentarian

shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  that  office.  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order, 
Revised,"  shall  be  the  parliamentary  authority. 

ARTICLE  II 

Executive  Committee,  Board  of  Directors,  Board  of  Trustees 
Section  1.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the    Vice-Presidents,    the    Recording    Secretary,  the 
EXECUTIVE  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Regis- 

COMMITTEE        trar,  and  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Executive  Committe 
shall  act  in  emergencies. 

Section  2.    The  management  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's  Club  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors  of  not  fewer  than 
BOARD  OF  seventeen   nor  more  than  thirty-nine  members.  This 

DIRECTORS  Board   shall   organize   departments   and   transact  the 

business  of  the  Club.  It  shall  approve  all  committees 
and  appointments  made  during  the  year.  It  may  inspect  all  records,  con- 
tracts and  leases. 

Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  absenting  herself  from 
three  consecutive  regular  monthly  meetings  without  a  satisfactory  excuse 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned. 

Section  4.    There  shall  be  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  three  to  be  elected 
each  year.  The  tenure  of  a  Trustee  shall  be  limited  to 
BOARD  OF  three  successive  years.  After  an  interval  of  one  year,  a 

TRUSTEES  member  may  again  become  eligible  for  election.  The 

Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  in  March,  by  ballot,  from  a  double  slate  to  be  prepared  and 
submitted  by  a  nominating  committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  President 
at  the  February  Board  meeting. 

Section  5.  Title  to  real  property  of  the  Club  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  only  by  the  authority  of  this  Board  shall  debts  or  mortgages  be 
made  chargeable  to  the  real  property  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  in  consultation  with  a  qualified  Trust 
Officer  of  a  Fort  Wayne  Bank  will  act  as  the  investment  committee  for  the 
administration  of  the  Memorial  Endowment  Fund.  The  capital  and  income 
from  this  fund  shall  be  kept  invested  and  no  portion  shall  be  used  for  current 
operating  expenses.  All  or  any  portion  of  this  fund  may  be  expended  for  such 
capital  outlay  as  seems  proper,  by  the  joint  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  7.  Income  from  stocks  and  bonds  or  other  property  of  the  Club 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  permanent  savings  fund  to  be  administered  as  the 
Trustees  see  fit. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.  A  name  proposed  for  membership  shall  be  sponsored  by  one 
member  and  endorsed  by  two  others  who  are  personally  acquainted  with  the 
applicant.  The  name  of  the  applicant  shall  be  presented  to  and  approved  by 
the  Membership  Committee,  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  for  two  weeks 
before  a  regular  Board  Meeting,  and  voted  upon  at  that  meeting.  A  member 
shall  belong  to  the  Club  for  at  least  one  year  before  presenting  an  applicant  for 
membership. 

Section  2.  Each  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  sponsoring  or 
endorsing  applicants  for  membership  each  Club  year. 

Section  3.  Active  members  of  the  Club  should  register  in  one  department 
and  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  all  department  meetings.  They  may 
vote  and  hold  office  in  their  department. 
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Section  4.  A  member  wishing  to  change  her  department  for  the  following 
year  shall  notify  the  Club  office  by  June  1. 

Section  5.  Absentee  membership  may  be  granted  to  a  member  who  will  be 
out  of  the  city  for  the  period  of  the  Club  year.  Applications  for  such 
membership  must  be  made  in  writing  each  year  to  the  Registrar  and  approved 
by  the  Membership  Committee.  An  Absentee  membership  does  not  entitle  the 
holder  to  any  Club  privileges.  Absentee  members  seeking  reinstatement  as 
Active  members  shall  be  admitted  without  the  payment  of  an  initiation  fee. 

Section  6.  Membership  is  terminated  by  resignation  sent  to  the  Club 
office.  Readmission  may  be  obtained  by  filing  a  new  application  with  the 
customary  fees  and  dues,  without  formality  of  endorsement  and  without  the 
posting  of  the  application.  Any  member  resigning  may  return  within  the  Club 
year  by  paying  full  back  dues. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power,  after  thorough 
investigation  or  at  the  written  request  of  five  members  of  the  Club,  to  suspend 
or  expel  any  member  for  conduct  likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  be  detrimental  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV— DUES 

Section  1.  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  S30.00,  presented  with  each 
application.  The  Junior  fee  shall  be  $10.00. 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  for  regular  membership  shall  be  S35.00.  Junior 
dues  shall  be  $15.00. 

Section  3.  The  fee  for  an  absentee  membership  shall  be  S6.00.  Each 
absentee  member  is  entitled  to  a  yearbook. 

Section  4.  The  President  shall  be  exempt  from  any  annual  payments 
during  her  term  of  office. 

Section  5.  Charter  members  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  dues  beginning 
with  the  1970-1971  Club  Year. 

Section  6.  The  membership  card  for  the  year  shall  be  issued  only  upon 
receipt  of  annual  payments. 

Section  7.  Annual  payments  are  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September,  and  those  who  have  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  November  shall  be 
considered  delinquent. 

Section  8.  All  members  delinquent  December  1,  including  Absentees,  shall 
be  dropped  from  membership. 

Section  9.  From  each  initiation  fee,  $5.00  shall  be  put  into  the  permanent 
savings  fund. 

Section  10.  The  sum  of  $125.00  per  year  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
permanent  savings  fund  to  pay  the  Life  Membership  for  the  retiring  President. 

ARTICLE  V— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  in  May,  at  which 
time  reports  of  officers  shall  be  read  and  the  new  Board  of  Directors  presented. 

Section  2.    Thursday  shall  be  reserved  for  the  General  Club. 

Section  3.  From  October  through  April,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  10:00  A.M.  The  last  regular  Board 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  May  Breakfast,  and  the 
December  Board  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  called  at  the 
request  of  the  President,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  twenty-five  voting 
members  of  the  Club. 

Section  5.    The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  at  least  two  regular  meetings 
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during  the  year,  in  October  and  March.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  of  the  Club  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Officers  shall 
be  elected  at  the  regular  March  meeting. 

Section  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  departments  may  be  held  once  each 
month.  Class  or  study  work  may  be  carried  on  more  frequently  at  the 
discretion  of  the  chairman  of  the  department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI— QUORUM 

Section  1.  Twenty-five  members  of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quoru  for 
the  transaction  of  business  at  all  regular  meetings  of  the  Club. 

Section  2.    Ten  members  of  a  department  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  4.    Five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  5.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII— DEPARTMENTS 

Section  1.  The  Club  shall  create  and  maintain  such  departments  as  may 
seem  necessary.  A  department  shall  consist  of  a  group  of  members  carrying 
forward  a  definite  work.  The  Departments  at  present  are  the  following: 
American  Home,  Book  and  Travel,  Civic,  Fine  Arts,  House  and  Garden, 
Literature  and  Education,  and  Junior. 

Section  2.  The  department  officers,  to  be  elected  by  the  department,  shall 
be  the  Chairman,  the  First  Vice-Chairman,  the  Second  Vice-Chairman,  and  the 
Secretary-Treasurer.  Department  Chairmen  shall  render  itemized  reports  to 
the  General  Club  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  Club  year.  Department  officers 
shall  be  elected  in  the  odd-numbered  years,  to  serve  for  a  two-year  period. 
Qualification  for  the  offices  of  Chairman  and  First  Vice-Chairman,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Junior  Department,  shall  be  two  years'  membership  in  the 
Club. 

Section  3.    The  minimum  number  in  any  department  shall  be  twenty-five. 

Section  4.  No  department  shall  undertake  any  money-making  enterprise 
without  consulting  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  5.  The  chairman  of  each  department,  with  a  program  committee, 
shall  provide  for  the  work  of  her  department. 

Section  6.  Money  collected  by  departments  for  any  purpose  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  General  Club  Treasurer. 

Section  7.  Any  part  of  its  budgeted  allowance  not  used  by  a  department 
during  the  Club  year  shall  remain  in  the  General  Club  Treasury. 

Section  8.  A  Junior  member  shall  be  eighteen  through  thirty-nine  years  of 
age,  after  which  she  shall  transfer  to  another  department.  The  date  of  transfer 
shall  concur  with  the  end  of  the  Club's  fiscal  year.  She  may  attend  five 
Thursday  morning  programs,  the  Opening  Reception,  the  Christmas 
Luncheon  and  the  Anniversary  Luncheon. 

ARTICLE  VIII— COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  Committees  shall  be  created  or  discontinued  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  All  general  committees  shall  report  to  the  Board.  The 
President  is  an  ex-offieio  member  of  all  committees  in  all  departments. 

Section  2.  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the  following:  Decorations,  Door, 
Finance,  Furnishings,  Hospitality,  House,  Government  Affairs,  Membership, 
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Personnel,  Printing,  Program,  Project  and  Publicity. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman,  the 
President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the  Treasurer,  the  immediate  past 
President,  the  immediate  past  Treasurer,  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  4.  The  new  Finance  Committee  shall  present  to  the  new  Board  of 
Directors,  in  May,  a  budget  of  the  estimated  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
coming  year. 

Section  5.  No  officer,  department,  or  committee  shall  incur  indebtedness 
in  excess  of  the  available  appropriation  without  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Section  6.  The  Furnishings  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  redecorating 
and  refurnishing  the  Club  House  and  the  annual  cleaning  of  fabric  fur- 
nishings. The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  shall  be  members  ex-officio.  No  gifts  in  the  nature  of 
furnishings  will  be  accepted  without  the  approval  of  this  Committee.  The 
President  shall  appoint  a  member  for  any  unexpired  term.  The  Furnishings 
Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  in  March. 

Section  7.  The  Chairman  of  Government  Affairs  shall  report  current 
legislation  and  government  affairs,  solely  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  Board 
of  Directors  informed. 

Section  8.  The  Hospitality  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  special 
events  of  the  General  Club. 

Section  9.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  Club  House  and 
all  properties.  It  shall  be  responsible  for  the  replacement  of  all  housekeeping 
equipment  and  supplies.  The  House  Chairman  shall  alert  the  Trustees  or  the 
Furnishings  Committee  regarding  matters  needing  their  attention.  The 
Personnel  Chairman  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  10.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  receive  all  applications  for 
membership,  investigate  qualifications  of  applicants,  and  present  them  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  11.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  employ  and  discharge  all  paid 
employees  of  the  Club.  All  matters  concerning  paid  employees  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Personnel  Committee  for  decision.  The  Chairman  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  12,  The  Program  Committee,  after  consultation  with  the  President 
and  Chairman  of  all  departments,  shall  prepare  a  calendar  for  the  work  of  the 
year,  and  provide  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  this  work. 

Section  13.  The  Project  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  fund  raising 
efforts  of  the  Club.  The  Chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  all  project  money. 
Only  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  she  maintain  a  special 
account  in  the  bank  designated  by  the  Board,  said  account  to  be  called  the  Ft. 
Wayne  Woman's  Club  Project  Account.  The  signers  of  this  account  shall  be  the 
Project  Chairman,  the  Co-Chairman,  the  President  and  the  Club  Treasurer. 
Into  this  account  she  shall  deposit  all  project  money,  keep  a  record  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  and  present  a  written  report  of  the*  previous 
month's  transactions  at  each  Board  meeting.  On  or  before  April  30th  an 
itemized  annual  report  must  be  submitted  to  the  Club  Treasurer,  and  at  the 
same  time  duplicate  copies  shall  be  filed  with  the  President  and  Executive 
Secretary  for  reference. 

Section  14.  The  Publicity  Committee  shall  report  all  programs  and  Club 
functions  to  the  local  newspapers  and  to  any  other  public  media  if  it  is  deemed 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  Club. 

Section  15.  All  Chairmen  of  committees  shall  automatically  resign  at  the 
end  of  the  Club  year. 
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Section  16.  Any  part  of  its  budgeted  allowance  not  used  by  a  committee 
during  the  Club  year  shall  remain  in  the  General  Club  treasury. 

Section  17.  In  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint  the  Chairman  of  the  Nominating 
NOMINATING  Committee  of  the  General  Club.  The  Nominating  Com- 
COMMITTEE  mittee  shall  consist  of  this  Chairman  and  a  representa- 
tive from  each  department.  Three  years  must  elapse 
before  any  member  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  again  be  eligible  to 
serve  on  that  committee. 

Section  18.  The  Executive  Committee  of  each  department  shall  meet  in 
November  and  choose  its  representative  and  alternate.  The  names  of  these 
representatives  and  alternates  shall  be  reported  in  the  December  board 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX-ELECTION  AND  VACANCIES 

Section  1.  The  annual  election  shall  be  concluded  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the 
third  Friday  in  February. 

Section  2.    A  plurality  vote  shall  constitute  an  election. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  a  ticket  with 
nominations  for  officers  and  Members-at-Large  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
shall  present  it  to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  January. 

Section  4.  This  authorized  ticket  in  printed  form  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
member  of  the  Club  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  assisted  by  the  Distribu- 
tion Committee,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual  election.  No  member 
shall  receive  a  ballot  unless  her  dues  are  paid.  Junior  members  receive  no 
ballot. 

Section  5.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  act  as  tellers  for  the  annual 
election  and  shall  provide  a  closed  box  into  which  ballots  shall  be  deposited 
immediately  upon  being  received.  The  polls  shall  be  open  immediately  after 
the  distribution  of  ballots  and  shall  be  closed  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the  third  Friday 
in  February. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  General  Club  shall  not  be  eligible  for  the 
same  official  position  for  more  than  two  consecutive  years.  This  clause  does 
not  affect  the  eligibility  of  persons  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  unexpired 
terms.  Qualifications  for  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  two  years' 
membership  in  the  Club;  for  the  presidency,  two  years'  service  on  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Section  7.    The  officers  shall  be  arranged  in  two  groups,  each  to  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Group  A.    The  President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the  Recording 
Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  to  be  elected  in  even-numbered  years. 
Group  B.    The  Second  Vice-President,  the  Third  Vice-President, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Registrar  to  be  elected  in 
odd-numbered  years. 
Section  8.    The  three  Members-at-Large  shall  be  elected  each  year  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  9.  The  election  of  officers  of  each  department  shall  be  held  in 
January  or  February. 

Section  10.  All  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their 
offices  immediately  after  the  May  Breakfast. 

Section  11.  The  new  officers  shall  be  invited  to  attend  the  last  Board 
meeting  of  the  Club  year. 

Section  12.  In  the  case  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  President,  the  1st 
VicePresident  becomes  President. 
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Section  13.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  1st  Vice-President,  the 
President  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  a  nominating  committee  which  shall 
consist  of  the  chairman  and  the  six  Department  Chairmen.  Within  30  days 
after  the  vacancy,  this  committee  shall  present  a  double  slate  to  the  board  of 
directors  from  v\/hich  they  shall  elect  a  1st  Vice-President. 

Section  14.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  2nd  Vice-President,  3rd 
Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  or 
Registrar,  the  President  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
appoint  a  member  to  the  office. 

ARTICLE  X— GUESTS 

Section  1.  All  guests  must  be  registered  with  the  Guest  Ticket  Chairman, 
and  members  may  obtain  from  her  the  necessary  information  concerning 
previous  attendance. 

Section  2.    Guests  may  attend  only  two  meetings  during  the  Club  year. 

Section  3.  The  Guest  Ticket  Chairman  will  issue  guest  tickets  to  any 
member  upon  request.  Guest  tickets  will  not  be  honored  at  the  Opening 
Reception,  the  Christmas  Party,  the  May  Breakfast,  or  any  other  starred 
program.  The  President  may  invite  guests  to  these  starred  functions  if,  in  her 
opinion,  such  action  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XI— AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  having  proposed 
amendments  read  at  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
voted  upon  at  the  last  two  consecutive  meetings. 

Section  2.  In  an  emergency,  the  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

Admission  to  all  general  Club  meetings  and  classes  shall  be  by  membership 
card  only. 

All  programs  and  classes  are  open  to  the  entire  membership. 

Absentee  memberships  are  good  for  only  one  year.  Applications  for 
Absentee  memberships  must  be  made  in  writing  each  year  to  the  Registrar,  for 
action  by  the  Membership  Committee.  Absentee  membership  dues  must  be 
paid  by  December  1. 

Complimentary  tickets  may  be  given  by  the  President  at  her  discretion,  not 
to  exceed  ten  tickets  for  any  one  meeting. 

Any  expense  incurred  in  excess  of  the  budget  allowed  a  department  must  be 
borne  by  the  Chairman  or  members  of  the  department.
